ny Tears laſt paſt, contrived and carried on by the Roman Ca» 
tholicks, a Traiterous and execrable Conſpiracy and Plot with- 
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in this Kingdom of England, and other places ; to alter, change 
and ſubvert the Ancient Government and Laws of this King- 
dom and Nation, and to ſuppreſs the true Religion therein eſta- 
bliſhed, and to extirpate and deſtroy the Profeſſers thereof, and 
for the accompliſhing the ſaid wicked, pernicious and meſt dam- 
nable Defigns, that a great number of Perſons of ſeveral Quali- 
ties and Degrees, Attors therein ; did moſt Helliſhly and 7rai- 
teroufly agree y conſpire and, reſolve to:tmpriſou, Depoſe and 
Murder His/Sacred Majeſty, and to deprive . him of $is Royal 
State, Crown and Dignity : and by malitious and unadwiſed 
Speaking, Writing, and otherwiſe, declared ſuch their Parpo- 
# and Intentions. And alſo, to ſubjett this Kingdon: to the 
Pope, and to his Tyrannicul Government ; and to ſeize and 
ſbare among themſelves the Eſtates and Inheritances of 
His Majeſty's Proteſtant Subjefts : and to remove and de- 
prive, all Proteſtant Biſhops, and other Eccleſtaſtical Perſons 
(and God knows what a number there are of theſe in this 
Nation) from their Offices, Benefices and Preferments, and ſo 
to overthrow all our Rights, Liberties and Properties.

the laſt 4bhorrency, as the worſt of our Enemies. 


But becauſe I would lay: down Truths and Counfels as

And it has ſomettmes 
been your Glory, that you were a Generous People : but. if you 
ſend up a company of Sordid, Saleable, Mercenary Souls to. re- 
preſent (or rather to betray) you, you will forfeit that Glory, and 
the World will judge that you your ſelves were Mercenary. Con- 
ſider you truſt the Parliament with your Eſtates, Liberties, 
Religion and Lives ; and ſhould you be undone inany of

And now, if you would know whom you ought to chuſe, 
I think they may be ſuch as follow.

of the People that choſe them, to advance their own, or be 
at the Beck of ſome Great Man, in hope of a Lift to a good 
Imploy. Beware of theſe. You need not be ſtraitned, the 
Countrey is wide, and the Gentry Numerous. Set a Black 
Brand upon the Notorious ay peants who would ſell their 
God, their King, and their Conntrey for a «Maintenance for 
their own private Family. What ProteCGtion do you expect 
from them who cannot ſhew their faces with confidence, 
without a ProteCtion either in, or out- of Parliament ? will 
you ſecure them within the Walls of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, who were bettes ſecured within the Walls of a com- 
mon Goal] ? who can never pay their debts contracted by 
their Prodigality, but out of your Purſes; and muſt run 
you 1n, to get themſclves ont of thear Mortgages ?' 


Conſider likewiſe, That whoſoever have their. depen- 
dance upon forreign Princes or States, are under a ſtrong 


' Obligation to ſee you ruined - for your own Reafon will 


tell you! that no forreign Power will prodigally throw away 
his Piſtols, where he expects not an Harveſt anſwerable to 
his Seed, Theſe are thofe degenerated Emgl:ſbmer,” who hav- 
ing forſaken the Intereſt of their Nairve Country, have ſold 
themſelves to an Ontlandiſp Intereſt, that they may the bet- 
ter gratifie their own Ambition, and thoſe Potent crar 
whic 
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which their own Meaner Fortunes could not otherwiſe feed 
and ſatiate. 


Fitthly, And by no Means chuſe a Man that is an Officer at Thoſe that 
Conrt,or whoſe Employment is durante * Bene placito,that is,at are Officers 
Will arid Pleaſure : Nor is this any Refleftion upon the 4, ©177,90d 
King, who being one part of the Government, ſhould leave ”%* f pee wo 
the other free, and without any the leaſt awe or influence th "rg 
to bar or hinder its proceedings. Beſides, an Officer is un- ia 
der a Temptation to be brafed. z and, to ſay true, an Office 
in a Parliament Man, is but a ſofter and ſafer Word for a 
"Penſion : the pretence it has above the other, is the dan- 

er of it. Therefore do not think of opening your Mouths 
Be ſuch as theſe, for they are not their own Men ; but they 
are pre-engaged to their Great Maſters, and muſt follow 
their whiſtle : their Offices, Preferments, Salaries, Court- 
Imployments lie fo near their Hearts, that they have no 
Room for any ſober thoughts tending to the good of their 
poor Country. The Ambiti:

of their Choice, but raiſe themſelves by you. If Beggars 
ever come to be your Repreſentatives, they will cut large 
thongs out of your Hides,to ſpare their own : Tis a Plea- * 
fare to themto become Levellers, and to make you as poor 
as themſelves : How can they judge what 1s expedient for 
the Nation to ſpare, whoſe only care it 1s to get a piece of 
Money to ſpend ?
